Clemson College, Sept. 3.— Hale
and hearty, walking as sprightly as it
he were still in his teens, Hugh Mil-
-ton Stackhouse, now in his 83rd year,
is an interesting character.

Mr. Stackhouse, for the benefit of
those not acquainted with that faet,
is secretary of the Board of Fertilizer
Control of SBouth Carolina. Since his
connection with the boarg in 1901
the amount of commercial fertilizer
has increased from 30,000 tons to
1,263,890 tons in 1920. The samount
for 1921, however was considerably
less than in 1920.

Mr. Stackhouse s generally recog-
nized by South Carolinians and others
familiar with the situation as being
the best informed person in the Pal-
metto State on the fertilizing ques-
tion. Although as modest as a school
‘girl, Mr. Stackhouse is proud to be-
lieve that he hag the confidence of
“5oth manufacturers and consumers—
i+ confidence won by always handing
gquare deal to all.

A more interesting career than any
other South Carolinian of today ecan
boast of is Mr. Stackhouse’s. He was
born in Marion county, June 21, 1839,

ang after attending the rural schools!

of that county entered Wofford Col-

lege, being a member of one of the

oldest Methodist families in the state.
Served in War.

He did not complete his college
course, however, as the clouds of war
were fast gathering over the South-
land. Bnlisting in OCompany E. 4th
South Carolina Volunteer Cavalry,
Mr. Stackhouse served throughout the
war and with otherg from this state
apd throughout Dixie, laid down his
arms at Greensboro when Jos. J.
Johnston surrendered.

Being a farmer because he was
reared in the country and loved the
call of the soil, Mr. Stackhouse again
took up farming, although for two
years he engaged in teaching, largely
te assist the youth of his communi-

About this time Mr. Stackhouse re-
moved to Marlboro and for 35 years
hé was rated as one of the best farm-
ers in this garden spot of the Pal-
metto state.

In 1892 he was elected a member
of the boarg of trustees of Clemson
College and served in that capacity
until 1901 when was elected to his
present position. He also represented
his eounty in the state legislature for
eight years, four of which were In
the Jower house and four in the state

senate.
: His Hobby is Work.

Mr. Stackhouse has but one hobby
and that is work. Unlike John D.
“Rockefeller and others who are con-
stantly found with their golf sticks
and similar equipment, Mr. Stack-
house does not care to a great extent
for any particular sport. He likes
sport for the other fellow and has
no objection to the youth of the land
enjoying baseball and football to their
heart's content. But as for himself
he finds recreation and happiness in
work.

Hon. H. M. Stackhouse Believes Hard

DILLON NIGHTLY.

Billon is not on the National High-
way and according to the reports sent
out from Florence she stands a slim
chance'of getting on the Coastal High-
way, but notwithstanding these disad-
vantages she is the stopping place
every night for thousands of travelers
who are making their annual pllgri-
mage from Canada to the Gulf of
Mexico. Dillon is generous enough to
offer free hotel facilities to these
visitors and judging by the crowds
that arrive late in the evenings Dil-
lon evidently is put down as an im-
portant lay-over station on their tour-
ist map.

Late Sunday afternoon,” said Dr.
Henslee, “I noticeq a large drove of
chimney sweeps circling round the
Baptist church and ag I watched them
they made a circle or two and then
went into the large furnace chimney,
They flew straight down into the
chimney, I became interested and
Monday morning I got up early and
went over to the church and saw
them come out. They poured out in a
great big stream and for a minute or
two it looked like all the chimney
sweeps in the world had roosted ip
that chimney during the night, The
chimney sweeps headeq out toward
the east and disappeared over the
horizon.

The chimney sweep spends his sum-
mers in Canada and his winters some)
where in the Gulf of Mexico. At
what place in the gulf no one seems
to know. I do not know how many
miles they travel a day, but they have
their official stopping places on the
route and Dillon is one of these plac-
es. I think they have couriers or sen-
tinels shat go back and meet the next
drove and pilot them to the regular
stopping place. As a drove goes out
in the morning on the southern jour-
ney new couriers or pilots are sent
back to meet the next drove and the
courierg or pilots that were on® duty
the preceding day join the drove in
the morning on its journey toward
the south, thus maintaining a per-
fcet courier or pilot system from Can-
ada to the Gulf during the migratory
season. I noticed Sundey night that
after the drove had gone to roost one
or two sweeps kept circling around
‘the spot and then disappeared. I take
(it for granted that they went back
ito the stopping place of some drove
farther north and piloted them into
the Baptist church chimney late Mon-
day evening. It is a great sight and
!well worth one’s time to go to the
ichurch late in the evening or early

in the morning and see them arrive
and depart.”

'Weekly Cotton Letter by Savannah
Cotton Factorage Co.

On Friday, September 2nd, October
futures in New York closed strong,
at 17.88. New York remained closed
until the follow'ng Tuesday on ac-
count of Labor Day Holidays. Liver-
peol geemed to realize on Monday that
the American cotton crop was really
a very small one, and that market
advanced 61 English points while New
York was closed. Liverpool made fur-
ther sensational gains during the fol-
lowing two days. New York respond-
ed to this advance, and continueg to
soar until September 7th, when Octo-
ber touched 21.5 and the spring
months went above 22¢. Spot cotton
sold as high as 21 1-2¢ to 22¢ basis
middling. At this level a wave of prof-
it taking set in and futures broke
sharply. October touching 18¢ onp
Thursday. The market is now fluctua-
iting between 181%¢ and 19 % e, with
an advancing tendenecy.

The ginners' report wasg published
on September 8th showing 481,288
bales were ginned up to September
1st. This was more than the previous
year, but 118,000 bales less than the
ten year average. The official figures
were as follows:
